extension activity. In cities of the fourth class any 'city officer

mile from the entry of the channel between Wisconsin Point and 
Minnesota Point, or from any harbor, pier or breakwater, or 
from the mouth of any stream flowing into Lake Superior, or 
from the shore line of Douglas county, or within one mile from 
the shore line of Chequamegon bay from the commercial dock
